OTTAWA, May 8—(CP)—The 
top salary limit for coverage 
under the Unemployment Insure 
ance Act will be raised frem 
$2,000 to $2,400 a year if a bill pre-, 
pared by the labor department 
becomes law.

NEW DELHI, India, May 8 —

A German 
motorcyclist walked out and gave 
himself up to a tank, A scout car 
passed us loaded with German pris- 
oners, including two doleful-look- 
ing brigadier generals. The troops 
couldn't take care of them all. 

Six fires were burning down near 
the harbor but nobody paid a great 
deal of attention to them. 

In the new city we found 
people bunched at intersections, 
Girls tossed big bouquets red red, 
white and blue flowers into car 
windows,

PARITY PRICES NEEDED 


There should be an endeavor in 
the post-war period, to maintain a

As to the past, Mr. McKenzie's 
brief questioned whether the west- 
ern farmer would not be in a bet- 
ter position today if his operating 
powers had been more restricted, 

“In that case his home; however

Urging a survey of the debt sit- 
uation among farmers, Mr. Mc- 
Kenzie said action to reduce the 
total farm debt burden to bring 
it in line with an amount consis- 
tent with productivity of the 
land represented a difficult but 
important problem.

Exit From Africa 


The Axis power in Tunisia has been 
smashed, beyond repair and beyond endur- 
ance. The defeated forces may make a 
last stand in the hills or try to escape 
by -air or sea from the Cape Bon pen- 
insula. In the one case it will be an ex- 
hibition of heroic folly. In the other, not 
more than a fraction can hope to reach 
Italy. 

As an effective fighting body the com- 
bined armies of Von Arnim and Rommel 
are through. One way or the other they 
are marked for liquidation, certain and 

bably speedy. They have held the 
ridgehead valiantly, but their time has 
run out. It will not be strange if their 
morale goes to pieces and they surrender in 
masses, rather than die uselessly. 

The situation is now such that it can be 
left to the Allied forces in Tunisia to finish 
the job, while strategic attention turns 
elsewhere. The Franco-Axis observation 
post just across the bay from Gibraltar 
has been reporting every few days power- 
ful Allied convoys leaving the fortress and 
heading east. They have been so large 
and go numerous as to suggest that they 
were not merely carrying supplies to Tun- 
isia, but were bound for some point where 
preparations are being made for the next 
step in the attack on the Axis “under- 
belly.” 

The wind-up of the Tunisian affair, 
now plainly in sight, marks the extinction 
of Axis power in Africa and the collapse 
of the dreams of conquest which less than 
one year ago were based on Rommel’s 
thrust into Egypt. But this is only pre- 
paratory to the main event—the invasion 
of Europe. Rejoicing over the victory at 
the bridgehead must be tempered by recog- 
nition that the big scale operations and the 
decisive battles in the Mediterranean the- 
atre are still ahead. 


Better Roads to Edmonton 


Speaking at Saskatoon, Manitoba's 
Minister of Highways said his province 
and Saskatchewan will have to see to it 
that their highways leading toward Ed- 
monton are put and kept in good condi- 
tion. Otherwise they would lose an op- 
portunity to reap substantial advantages 
from the construction of the Alaska high- 
way. 

Mr. Willis pointed out that 80 per cent 
of the population of the United States lives 
east of a line drawn due south from Win- 
nipeg. In peacetime motor tourists head- 
ing from that area toward Alaska could be 
induced to travel through Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan. And in wartime those prov- 
inces would gain corresponding benefit if 
truck-carried war supplies come by the 
Same route. 

When the Trans-Canada highway pro- 
gect was under discussion some years ago, 
it was suggested that the highway should 
branch at Winnipeg or other convenient 
point, one bran oming by way of Ed- 
monton, in order to give tourists from the 
central and eastern states and the eastern 
provinces an alternative route across the 
prairie country and through the moun- 
tains. 
If Manitoba and Saskatchewan are to 
get together on a plan to share in the tour- 
ist and other traffic moving over the 
Alaska highway, they can hardly do better 
than revive that suggestion and put their 
money into a high class trunk road pass- 
ing through the central parts of those 
provinces. It might even be possible to get 
some federal help in maintaining the high- 
way in future, if war demands forbid such 
aid at present, for the Dominion will be 
no less interested than the provinces in de- 
veloping all the tourist traffic possible over 
the new mountain highway to the north.

The soil in the box should be at 
least eight inches deep, and plenty 
of drainage material must be put 
into the bottom of the box. If the 
box is so protected that it does not 
get the benefit of rain and dew, 
it must be well watered, at least 
twice a week. And keep the soil 
loosened up with an old kitchen 
fork or one of the special gadgets 
made for this purpose.

Use of Helicopters in|

WASHINGTON.—More and more 
people on Capitol Hill and in the 
government are now wondering 
how much faith they can place in 
the Navy's official announcements.

Canada may be forced to make 
drastic changes in the next two or 


three months, switching factories to 
new production, Stopping the pro- 
duction of some war materials, par- 
ticularly certain ground equipment 
and, generally, reshuffling her 
whole industrial machine built up 
Since the start of the war. 


THOUSANDS JOBLESS 


There seems to be no doubt that 
a program of this sort means tem- 
porary unemployment for thou- 


sands this summer and fall, during } 


the transition period, until the fac- 
tories are retooled and the new 
production program really gets 
started, 

The central fact is this: Cana- 
dian industry has accomplished 
a miracle of production in the 
last two or three years, so much 
es of some 
wartime supplies have been built 
up, sufficient to take care of re- 
quirements for months to come. 


The requirements of the Cana- 
dian army and the British army, 
in a wide range of supplies, have 
been met and the seven years’ 
start of the Germans in wartime 
industry has been surmounted.

OTTAWA, May 8.—(CP)—Can- 
cer should be made a “report- 
able” disease and given special 
attention in any scheme of health 
insurance, a delegation from the 
cancer department of the Cana- 
dian medical association said yes- 
terday in a submission to the spe- 
cial house of commons committee 


on social security, 
It was unusual to make a non-in- 
fectious disease reportable com- 


they said, since prevention 
was the usual object of reporting 
and cancer was not preventible. 
But statistical analysis of data on 
cancer cases was of great help in 
enlarging knowledge of the disease 
and in testing various methods of 
treatment. 


| COMPLETE PICTURE 


To get a complete picture every 
cancer case should b2 reported 
whether it was treated by medical 
methods or other methods. The 
value of some non-medical treat- 
ments being used should be studied, 


The cancer experts in their sub- 
mission also recommended that 
each provincial health insurance 
commission have an organization 
to correlate all cancer activities 
in the province—diagnosis, re- 
and treatment. 

The cardinal principles of dealing 
with the cancer problem were early 
diagnosis and treatment. If diag- 
nosed in time it could be cured. 
Treatment, whether by surgery or 
radiology, required a high degree 
of specialization. In order to obtain 
that provision should be made for 
centralization of treatment facili- 
ties and transportation of cases to 
treatment centres suitably equip-

A. Objective: 

The Order makes available for essential 
employments the services of men in age 
and marital classes designated as callable 
for Military Training under National 
Selective Service Mobilization Regula- 
tions, who are presently employed in 
specified non-essentia] employments. 


B. EMPLOYMENTS COVERED BY 
THIS ORDER: 

Men, of the specified cningnrion are 

eovered if now employed in any of 
the following industries: 
(1) taverns; liquor, wine and beer 
stores; (2) retail sale of candy, con- 
fectionery, tobacco, books, stationery, 
news; (3) barber shops and beauty 
parlours; (4) retail rnd wholesale 
floriste; (5) service stations (gasoline- 
filling stations); (6) retail sale of 
motor vehicles or accessories; (7) re- 
tail sale of sporting goods or musical 
instruments. 


Also, men are covered if now em- 
ployed in any of the following occupa- 
tions, whether in above industries 
or not: 

(1) waiter, taxi driver, elevator opera- 
tor, hotel bell boy, domestic servant; 
(2) any occupation in or directly asso- 
ciated with entertainment, including 
but not restricted to theatres, film 
agencies, motion picture companies, 
bs, bowling alleys, pool rooms;

G AGE AND MARITAL CLASSES OF

Winnipeg Reports 
Coldest May 7th 
In Last 36 Years 


WINNIPEG, May 8.—(CP) — 
Meteorological officials here an- 
nounced that yesterday was the 


coldest May 7 for 36 years and that 
Thursday's temperature was the 
lowest maximum recorded on May 
6 in Winnipeg since 1885. 

Low temperature yesterday was 
22.4 degrees above zero compared 
to the all-time low of 11.5 above, 
May 7, 1907, and was the third 
coldest temperature recorded for 
this day during the last 70 years. 

At 22.4, the mercury was 14 de- 
grees below normal. 

On Thursday, the temperature at 
its hottest was 30 above, and the 
mean temperature 28 above, com- 
pared with the mean temperature 
on the same date in 1885 of 25 
above, the coldest May 6 on record.

PURPOSE OF PROJECT 

The purpose of this project will 
be the collection and preservation 
of a body of folklore and stories 
dealing with the early history and 
settlement of the province. 

The material when collected will 
be available from the department 
of extension to authors, playwrights, 
radio producers, newspapers and 
other interested parties and agen- 
cies. 

It is felt that the collection of 
such original material is vital to 
the growth and development of a 
native culture in this region; and 
unless it is done now, many of the 
original sources will have passed 
on, 

Every effort will be made to 
mobilize the collecting resources of 
the community by using teachers, 
community organizations, local 
newspapers, and other interested 
parties to get stories sent in and to 
assist the representative of the de- 
partment to get in touch with 
source material. 


USE OF MATERIAL 

Material gathered in the project 
will automatically be made vailable 
to students in the playwriting sec- 
tion of the Banff School of Fine 
Arts. It will be preserved as the 
initial contribution in this field to 
the beginnings of an archive of 
folk literature in the province, 
where it will be available to all 
who may wish to make use of it. 

Ultimately it is the hope that this 
folklore and local history project 
may be co-ordinated as far as prac- 
ticable with the reorganization of 
the provincial archieves now being 
advocated by the department of 
history, 

During his year in Alberta, Pro- 
fessor Gard will collect and classi- 
fy as much material as possible 
and the best of this will be com- 
piled into a manuscript which may 
later be published as the initial 
volume in an Alberta folklore 
series,

synthetic Vitamin B lime and iron 
to this white flour, and it is then 
ready to be used for the making 
of white bread. All of this can be 
avoided by using the whole meal 
which contains the natural vita- 
mins and mineral salts so neces- 
gary for life and there is little 
question that these natural ele- 
ments are far superior to the syn- 
thetic variety, 

It seems that since the public, or 
some of the public, demand white 
bread, the idea is to let 
it, but to see to it at the same time, 
that they get their vitamins and 
mineral salts, whether they want 
them or not, 

Some people seem to think that 
whole meal bread is less {atten- 
ing, or contains less starch than the 
bread made from white flour 
such is not the case. The starch 
content of both is approximately 
the same. 

When bread, buns, rolls any 
baked product is made from flour 
it should not be used unless cut 
in thin slices and toasted carefully 
in the oven, In this manner the 
starch is converted into dextrose 
rendering it much more easily

Joan B. Kennedy of Victoria, for- 
merly officer administering the 
C.W.A.C, and more recently C.W. 
A.C, director, who has ‘en ap- 
pointed general staff © cer (st 
grade), in charge of training, at de- 
fence headquarters. Col. Kennedy 
now is in England attending the 
senior officers’ course of the Aux- 
iliary Territorial Service and will 
return to Canada soon,

Beet Tops and Roots 
Both Are Nourishing 


Beets are easily grown in the 
Victory garden, and provide food 
of high nutritive value. Their tops 
are among the richest sources of 
Vitamins A and C; while both tops 
and roots provide minerals and 
other elements, 

The Victory garden program 
should be planned to enable nearly 
every beet seed sown to grow into 
a usable plant, This is possible by 
sowing thinly and allowing all 
plants to grow until those which 
are thinned out can be used. 

Beet seeds are large and soft: 
each “seed” in fact is a cluster of 
seeds and will grow several plants. 

Sow them not over six seeds to the 
inch in a half inch drill, and firm 
the soil well over them, because 
the seeds are rough and air pockets 
easily form, preventing close con- 
tact with the soil. 

First thinning may be delayed 
until the roots have begun to 
thicken and the leaves are two 
inches or more wide. At this stage 
and as long as the leaves remain 
tender, a dish of beet greens

| Beets are easily stored for win- 
}ter in a root cellar, or in earthen 
| pits, and will keep as well as car- 
rots. There are no serious diseases 
likely to attack them in home 
gardens, and few insects bother 
them. Colorless patches on the 
leaves are likely to be caused by a 
leaf miner, against which it is diffi- 
cult to protect them, but which 
does little damage as a rule. 


Victory Gardens 
Grown From Seed 


Most Victory gardens will grow 
onions, from sets or seed. Sets are 
merely dwarfed onions, grown last 
year in crowded rows which pre- 
vented them from developing nor- 
mal size. They are grown from 
the same seed that produces large 
onions. 

Their advantage over seed is in 
the time they take to grow to us- 
able size. They will produce green 
onions in three weeks, and mature 
onions in three months. 

From 15 to 30 pounds of large 
onions can be grown from a pound 
of onion sets which do not average 
over three-quarters of an inch in 
diameter. To grow large onions, 
sow small sets an incgh deep; and 
to grow spring or green onions, to 
be eaten before bulbs begin to 
form, sow larger sets two or three 
inches deep. 

Bermuda onion plants are started 
in the southern states, pulled up 
when as large as a lead pencil and 
shipped north to be planted in gar- 
dens. They should be fresh and 
green when you plant them and 
should not be set out for a week or 
two after your first seed crops have 
been planted. To grow mature on- 
ions, space these plants four inches 
apart, in rich soil. 

Green onions may be grown 
from seeds, sown with the first 
crops. It takes much longer to 
produce either green or mature on- 
ions from seeds than from sets. 
Sow fairly thickly, and cover half 
an inch, and thin out the young 
plants early. If:you are growing 
for green onions, space them an 
inch apart. As they attain a us- 
able size, they can be used, and 
plants may be left standing four 
inches apart to mature. 

When the onion tops grow limp, 
and fall over, it is a sign that the 
bulbs are mature. They need not 
be pulled at once, but when they | 
are harvested they should be dried | 
several days in the sun and stored | 
in a well ventilated place. 

A rich Soi] is required to grow 
Jarge onions from seed. A balanc- 
ed plant food should be applied at 
the rate of a pint to 25 feet of row 
raked well into the top soil before 
planting.

WASHINGTON, May 8—The

WEATHER SELDOM GOOD 

If the re-occupation attempt is 
made, observers said, it will have 
to come during the next month or 
two when the Aleutians weather 
moderates. The weather, at best, 
is seldom good. 
It will not be an easy operation 
to take Kiska, or even Attu, the 
other Japanese base 172 milas west 
of Kiska. The enemy is well dug- 
in. There is a submarine base 
there and the enemy's submarines | 
could provide some degree of pro- | 
tection against a sea invasiop 
force. The enemy also has strong 
anti-aircraft protection and prob- 
ably shore gun emplacements. 

But an invasion force would 
have the advantage of @ protect- 
ive air umbrella operating from 
nearby Amchitka. 

Should the Japanese be ousted 
from Kiska and Attu, it would re- 
lieve them of the only distant out- 
Posts protecting the northern ap- 
proaches to Tokyo. Without those 
islands, their northernmost base 
would be at Paramushiru, in the 
Kuriles islands, There is a naval 
base there, which would be in easy 
flying range of heavy bombers—816 
miles from Amchitka. 
Amchitka is 1,927 nautical miles 
from Tokyo, outside the radius of | 
action of present Liberator and 
FJying Fortress bombers with full 
bomb loads. But it is within the} 
theoretical operating range of the 
most modern Allied heavy bombers 
now building which are understood 
to have vastly greater range. Those 
new type bombers have not yet 
been reported in action.
